A He Queenes molt excellent Maieſlie, being giuen to vnderſtand that certaſne Col» 
edges and Societies, vnder the name of Seminaries, haue beene ol late yeeres 
erected by the Biſhop of Rome, al wel in that citie of Rome, as in the dominions ol 

other Pꝛinces, elpecially fo the Subiects of her kingdomes, # dominions, with 
| intent andpurpoſe to traine and nouriſh them vp, in falle and erronious doctrine! 


App which meancs, diuers ok her good and faithfull Subiects haue bene thereby 


| peruetted, not onely in matters of Religion, but alſo dꝛawen from the acknows 
|1edgement of their naturall dueties vnto her highnes,as their Pꝛince d ſoueraigne, 
[= and haue bene made inſtruments in ſome wicked practiſes tending to the dilquiet 
0 — Kcalme and other yer Maieſties dominions, yea, to the mouing of rebellion within their naturall countries: 
dach thought it very expedient, as a thing apperteining chietely to a Chꝛiſtian Pꝛince, to haue a ſpeciall care, to ſee her 
Sudiects trained vp in the true and Chziſtian Religion, grounded meerely vpon the woꝛd of God, # not vpon mens 
fancies and vaine traditions, to ble all meanesof pꝛeuention that may tend to the remedie hereof, wherefozc her 
Maieſtie doth ſtraitcly charge I commande all ſuch her Subiccts as haue their childzen, wardes, kinſfolkes, 02 any 
other ouer whome they haue cſpecial charge, oꝛ to whom they do contribute to their maintenance a reliete, remaining 
inthe partes beyond the Seas, to giue within ten dayes after the publiſhing of this pꝛeſent Pꝛoclamation, not one⸗ 
ly vnto the Oꝛdinary, the names of ſuch their childꝛen, ardes, oꝛ kinſfolkes, oꝛ ſuch other to whom they haue giuen | 
any ayde foꝛ their charges,as ſhalbe beyonde the Scas at the time of the publication hercof, without her Maieſties 
 fpectall licence remaining in foꝛce and not expired: but (ball alſo pꝛocure the returne of their ſaid childzen and other 
perſons afozeſaide, within the ſpace of foure moneths after notice giuen by the ſapde Pꝛoclamation. wherein her 
Highnes further pleaſure is, that the ſaid parents and other perſons afozeſaid, ſhall immediatly vpon the returne of 
their ſaid childꝛen, and other perſons befoꝛeſaid, giue notice vnto theBiſhop oz Oꝛdinarie thereof. And in caſe the 
ſaid childzen + other perſons afozcſaid,ſhal not vpon knowledge of this her Highnes pleaſure, giuen by their ſaidpa- 
rents and other perſons afo2cſaid, returne within the time pꝛefired, that then it ſbal not be lawfull foz any ofthe ſaid 
parents and other perſons afozeſaid,to yeeld them any contribution oz reliefe,cither directly oz indircctly, neither per 
Dalbe pꝛuuie a conceale the contribution of any other, without diſcloſing the ſame to the ſaid Biſhop 02 Oꝛdinaxie, 
bpon paint of her Highnes diſplcaſure,and ſuch further puniſhment, as fox their contempt therein may iultly be laide 
don them, after knowledge in this loꝛt giuen to them. And mozeouer, her Highnes further pleaſureand comman- 
dement is, that it ſhall not be lawtull after the ſaid daies crpired,foz any marchant oz other whatſoeuer,by way of ex⸗ 
change oz otherwiſe,tocrchange, conuey oz deliuer, 02 pꝛocure any money oz other relicke whatſoeuer, tooz fox the 
maintenance d expence ol any perſon oz perſons beyond the ſeas, which by the intent and meaning of this pꝛocla⸗ 
mation ate pꝛohibited to haut 02 recciue auy tcliefe 02 maintenance out of any her Maieſties dominions, vpon paine 
of her Highnes diſpleaſure, and ſuch further puniſbment, as may be impoſcd on the offendozs in that behalfe foz ſuch 
there contempt and offence. and that hereafter vpon paine afozeſaid,it ſhall not be lawfull fo any perſon 0z perſons

within her Highnes domintons,immediatly after the publiſhing of this pꝛeſent pzoclamation doreceiue,maintaine, 


jaccour,0z relieue any the ſaid Jeſuites, Seminarie men, oꝛ other perſons afozcſaid, come, oz which ſhalbe come, oz 


{ent into this Kealme,oz any other her dominions , 02 ſhal not diſcouer the recciuing,# harbozing of the ſaid perſons, 
ez any ſuch vagarant perſons as may1uſtly be ſuſpected, to be of ſuchqualitie and euil condition, as alſo(tn caſe they 
halremaine with them at the time of the ſaid publication oz afterwards ) ſbal not bꝛing them befoꝛe the next Jultice | 


to be by him committed to the common Gaole,oz befoze other publique officer,to the end they may be in like ſoꝛt tom⸗ 


mitted, and fozth tomming to be examined, and to reteiue ſuch puniſhment as by herHighnes ſhalbe thought meete 
acco:ding to their delertes: that then they ſhall be reputed as maintciners# abbettours ol ſuch rebellious and ſediti⸗ 
guspcrſons, and receiue foz the ſame their contempt, luch ſeuere puniſhment, as by the lawes of the Realme and her 
pighnes Pzincely authozitie may be inflicted vpon them. And if any other her Highnes Subiects ſhall at any time 
certainely know any ſuch perſons repaired into this Realme foz the purpoſe aboue named, and thercof giue knows 
ledge to any of her Maieſties Officers oz miniſters, whereby either they may oꝛ ſhalbe taken and appꝛehended bythe 
laidOfficers: that then the ſaid Jnfozmer 0zUtterer,ſhal haue her Highnes reward fox euery ſuch perſon by himoz 
them diſtloled x appꝛehended as in maner aboue ſaid, ſuch ſumme of money, as ſbalbe an honozable due reward foz 
good ſeruice, beſides her Maieſties moſt heartie thanks foz the diſcharge of their duetie in that behalfe, 
pꝛouided neuertheleſſe,and her Highnes plcalure and meaning is, that it ſhal and may bc lawfull to and foꝛ ſuch 
as hall be factoꝛs 02 agents fox any lawfull Marchants in their trades of marchandize in any the partes bepond 
the Seas, and foꝛ Mariners in their neceſſary voyages to paſſe and remaine beyond the ſeas, without incurring 
any maner of contempt, lo long as they ſbalbe implopable about ſuch their voyages, and marchandizing, and not 
otherwiſe, .
